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Incident in Carson Vai.i.ky. — A corres- 

?ort|lent, writing from Virginia City, July 
8th, relates the following : 
On the batik of a small stream that runs 
through Long Valley, we found the bodies 
of three Pah-Ute Iiuliiiiis — supposed to have 
been killed by whites ; although from dili- 
gent search we made, feel assured that but 
one white man was engaged in it, as we 
oould only find the tracks oif the same sixed 
bdotsi' all tho impressions being distinctly 
marked by the large tacks with which the 
boots were covtMed. Two f^f the Indians 
wore evidently shot with a Colt's Navy re- 
volver; and tho other, which lay about 
■eighty yards off, was killed with a knife. By 
"'the side of two of them were bows and 
arrows ; the other had ii rifle, which was ilis- 
charged. The bows, arrows and nfie, we 
brought in with us. It liardly seems possi- 
ble' that they were killed by one man, for 
the odds were too tiroat. Vol, at Steamboat 
Springs, ve heard that a young man, severely 
wounded, had been brought on by two others, 
■who reported having met him in Long Val- 
;Iey,' and assisted him in. He also had his 
■wounds dressed at Sieamboat Springs. 



.The WhitwoRth Gun. — On the Sfiih 
May, ft series of interesting experiments 
were carried out at tho Nore, for the purpose 
of lostiiii.' the elileiencv of one of .Mr. Whil- 
worth's 80-pounder rilled guns, as opposed 
to wrought iron plates several inches in 
thickness. Tho gun was placed in position 
•on board the Curnation gun-vessel, tenderlo 
the Cumberland guatd-ship at Sheerness, 
and the firing look place against the steam 
floating battery Trusty, which had been 
fitted up with iron plates of extraordinary 
. thickness. The e.vperimenis were witnessed 
by the Lords of the Admiralty and a lame 
number of naval and lui'ilary ofiicers am! 
scienlilic gentlemen, and tlie result clearly 
demonstrated the extraordinary power of the 
elongated shot when discharued from Mr. 
Whitworlh's heavy rifled ordiianee. The 
plates were riililled, and in some inslances 
destroyed ; and in all cases the shot struck 
with teUing effect.; ' 



PiiEVENTioN OF Bankruptcy. — Mr. Da- 
vid Smith, an extensive wholesale merchant 
of Glasgow, and a county magistrate, has 
submitted a proposal to the Attorney Gene- 
ral of England for the prevention of bank- 
ruptcy, by enacting proper regulations for 
tho preservation of solvency. Mr. Smith 
has been studying the systems of bank- 
ruptcy in other countries, especially those 
of France, Belgium and Hamburg. This 
study has suggested the e.xpedient of en- 
acting stringent rules, under severe penal- 
ties, for compelling every man who trades in 
credit to balance his books at least once a 
year; and providing that where a trader, at 
the end of any year, finds that ho has lost 
all his own capital and is below par, ii shall 
be imperative on him, under the penalty of 
imprisonment, to call a meeting of his credi- 
tors and lay before the'm a statenient of his 
affairs. Mr. Smith supports his proposition, 
not merely on the obvious ground that every 
man who trades on credit is a trustee for his 
creditors, but that it is an act of justice to 
himself and his family, and would be a 
source of unspeakable comfort to his own 
mind. 

Lord Brougham's Visit to Queen 
Mary's Afautments.— Lord Srougham, 
after all the fatigues of the installation, and 
after dining with the Senatnsand University 
Court, went in the evening to Lady Bel- 
haven's drawing room at Holyrood. Nothing 
would satisfy his lordship but he must see 
Rizzio's blood, and away he went with the 
two giiidos and a couple of candles, and 
kneeling down with a light on each side, 
pored over the dark stains, "takinr;; evi- 
dence" upon this dubious point. One can 
fancy tho scene in that little, faded, decrepid 
old room. When there, some one, alluding 
to what his lordship had so well said in the 
forenoon of Elizabeth's conduct in the mat- 
ter of Mary, asked him if he was for Mary. 
" No," said he, with that wonderful voice 
and eye, " I'm against Elizabeth, but I am 
not for Mary." — Scolsman. 

The Eastekn Pouts. — Tho increase in 
the Iraile of Hull during the last five years, 
as appears from evidence given before a .se- 
lect committee of the House of Commons, 
has been 50 per cent., the. tonnage in 1855 
having been 1,085.000 tons; while in 1859 
it was 1,500,000 tons. The increase in tho 
population since 1850 is esliinatecl at 20,000. 
Ttie tonnage of (juolo wa-f 'J4-}|26-1 tons in 
1855, and 269,815 tons in 185!)— showing an 
inciease of about 10 percent. At Grimsby 
the tonnage was 92,658 tons in 1855, and 
337,582 ions in 1859— showing an increase 
of no less than 264 per cent. — European 
Times. . . ■ i 



The Nine Hours Move.mknt in the 
BuitDINO Trades. — Tho "nine hmirs " 
movement Is again revived amongst the 
buildersjn London, and Mr. George Potter 
has issued another circular on the subject 
to tho master builders of tho metropoli.v 
This dorument is respectful in tone; hut 
tho writer assures the masters that tho deter- 
mination to obtain " this amelioration of our 
condition is too deeply rooted in our hearts 
for any amount of resistance to turn us from 
our |)urpose." There is no distinct allusion 
in the circular to the adoption of ulterior 
measures to e.'^labli.sh tho nino hours sy.s- 
tein; but from other (luariers wo liMrii that 
another strike of the builders is commonly 
anticipated in Loudon. It is to be hoped, 
however, that wiser counsels will prevail, 
and that the good will between masters and 
men— whicn the men declare themselves so 
anxious to cultivate and improve—- may not 
be again destroyed.

Grand Jiiry Report. 
The Graticl Jury report piibli.shi.Ml clse- 
wlit-re makes some sood points tliat du- 
serve attetilioii in tlie proper quarters, among 
wiiicli the increase of crime, owing to sell- 
in" whi.^ky 10 Iiuliati^, liesurves ti first con- 
siileralion. We caimol go so far as the re- 
port suggests, ill trailing for a legislative 
enactment reiideiiiig the sale of liquor to 
Inilians a capital crime, or a crime deserv- 
ing some punishment next in degree to 
capital punishment. To suppress the nefa- 
rious trafficVtringoiit measures are certainly 
required; but too great severity never snb- 
aervi'd the ends of justice, nor pruteeled so- 
ciety against evil-doers. The ten.leiiey of 
severe laws is lo render law inoperative, by 
causini,' too great a dillicnity in the convio- 
tion of the ollender, tlirongh the hunianily 
of the court or jury. When Kngland had 
nearly two hiiiidiOLl capital olfences on the 
siaiule book, even judges strained the law 
to favor the culprits; whilst juries disre- 
garded boih the law and the facts, from a 
conviction that the punishment was dispro- 
portionate to the ollenci, and consequently 
gave verdicts of . acquital; whereas had a 
reasonable punishment been authorized by 
law, the rights of society would have been 
vindicated. Certainty of punishment with 
raiid penalties Jies at the; base of our 
modem criminal code;- and in enacting 
laws for the suppression of local disorders, 
it is hoped that Ihis rule will be kept m 
view. Bribery, psijury, compuniiding the 
ulleiice, and even murder, wouM very natu- 
lallv i-e.-ult from such a law as snggesled 
by the Grand Jury report; for so long as 
stroll" lemptatioa e.visls to commit the 
crime, and so long as'the penalty on convic- 
tion wonld be unreasonably severe, just so 
long would an offender use every means, 
whether lawful or unlawful, to escape. We 
fail, therefore, to see why the offence of 
selling liquor to Indians should be ranked 
higher than a.ini*tlera«anor, punishable by 
fine'^and i'mpHsdninent, e.-ccept where the 
offender has often repeated the crime ; then 
the court mighl e.«er6lBe''itrai8crelion in 
adding hard labor. 

' The Grand Jury proncjunee the j;iil m a 
satisfactory condition. Nearly all previous 
reports have done liio same. We believe 
these statemenls 10 be c»rie<:t, so far as the 
cle'inline.s. of the hislitntion is concerned 
and its general irianayemeiit. But nnfor- 
liinaUdy one jioint has invariably escaped 
ll„. atienlion of Griiiid Jurors heretofore— we 
r,f,.r to the piomUcap^s mingling of debtors 
with lunatics and eT«n felons. If a proper 
system were inslilUted, or apartments smt- 
able made l-i the prison, neither of the.e 
cias-es of unforlunSe^ would be thn.-.vr 
to.'eiher. We hope, therefore, that e ^ly 
fttlention will b. niven to thi.. matter aiul 
thus not force the P""r I'"' ''•^'""^ 
into the so/iely of llie insane or the de- 
praved. 

Allusion is made, pwhaps veiy properly, 
to the condition <.f KMpnmalt road by the 
Crand Jnrv. Wl.al iheir object may have 
lu.en except to lu-e the K.ve.Mitive lo dis- 
burse the mni,,,., lilieady appropriated for 
i,s i„,p,nve,n-nt, We cannot say.

of ihu Grand Jury, when in the Legislature, 
to induce either the Surveyor General or the 
E.veculive, to expend the appropriation as 
intended, but without avail.

Whether 
used to build the Observatory in Mr. 
Cridge's garden, to improve tho Church or 
Parsonage, to adorn the aviaries in Bird- 
cage AValk, or for more utilitarian purposes, 
is a matter beyond our ken ; and from the 
mystified condition of the accounts furnished 
tho Assembly, it is not unfair to presume 
that it is beyond their knowledge also. Be- 
tween Esquimau county and town there are 
three members, whose duty it is to look 
afier the condition of Esqui malt toad, and 
this appropriation in particular. But wo have 
failed to notice any act on the part of either 
that prpve8:;a disposition to improve the road 
before winter; - We'would suggest, there- 
fm-e, that inquiry be made without delay as 
to the whereabouts of the missing S1800; 
and when found, to expend it on tho present 
road without dilly-dallying away tho time 
in new schemes for new roads. 

W II E.N TO CiiAi-i-KNOi: A J u iioH.— Yes- 
terday morning, during the impaneling of a 
jury to try the case of Regina vs. Carney, 
one of the counsel for the defence, Mr.

Grand Jury Report. 

Tho grand jury having examined the 
various indiotments presented to them have 
handed in their decisions to the honorable 
Court ; and respectfully beg to call attention 
to the carele.ss manner in which those in- 
dictments have been prepared, the erasures 
rendering them in several instances almo«t 

'"Tfhe'grand jury would fuither direct the 
atienlion of the honorable Court lo the fact 
that the penalties for the crime of selling 
intoxicating liquors to the Indians are not 
sufliciently onerous to suppress the prac- 

"^The crime in their opinion should be de- 
clared little short of capital, since through 
its commission murder and maiming are 
frequently committed, whilst violence and 
disorder are the constant result. The at- 
tention of the grand jury has been painfully 
drawn to the importance of tho snggcstiori 
now made by the Uagrant nature ot several 
cases which have during this session been 
presented before them; and thev earnest y 
trust that the Legislature will speedi y 
adopt stringent measures lo stop effectually 
a practice so seriously affecting the peace 
and security of the colony. 

The grand jury would further respectfully 
and at "the same time most strongly urge 
upon the honorable Court the important 
necessity for steps being taken lo repair the 
road and bridges leading to Esquimall,— a 
road which it is well known is more travel- 
led over and of more importance than any 
other road in the colony. 

The grand jury feel it their duly to place 
more importance upon the present danger- 
ous condition of this road, since ihey be- 
lieve that in the year 1858 a sum of £.500 
was voted by the House of Assembly lor 
the sole purpose of carrying inlo effect the 
repairs then and now so urgently called lor, 
and out of which sum under X300 has been 
expended for the purpose. . 

The grand jury having visited the gaol 
and cells have to report that they found the 
whole establishment in a.most satisfactory 

"''hi'conclupion the grand jury would re- 
mark upon the inconvenience which has 
accrued to many of their members by the 
unnecessary delay in preparing the unlitU- 
nients, which has rendered it necessary tor 
ihe.n to adjourn from day to day to the 
i-reat detriment of their indlvidual mtetests.
